The removal of the'political disabilities of Roman 
Catholics in 1829—commonly called Catholic Emanci- 
pation—was. done by the- Government of the day, and 
the way it was done isa valuable precedent for the 
present Government, Atthe beginning of thenineteenth } 
century the Catholics of Great Britain were excluded, — 
not only from the franchise, but from the Bar, from | 
colleges and universities, from office in the Civil Service 
and from Commissions in the Army and Navy. In 


Ireland Catholics could vote, but could not elect a Catholic | 


to the House of Commons, and Catholic Peers were 
excluded from the House of Lords. | | 
Political Emancipation—the franchise in Great 
- Britain, the right to elect their own Parliamentary | 
representatives in Ireland—was the aim of the Catholic 
agitation, and large numbers of liberal-minded sick tora 
tants in England supported the demand. ~ 
Over and over again—notably in 1821, 1822, 1823, 
1825, and 1828—the House of Commons had declared, 


- gometimes by resolution, sometimes by the second 


reading of a Bill, that it believed in the removal of 
Catholic Disabilities. And there the matter ended. 
For the House of Lords declined to allow anything to 
be done as long as Catholic Emancipation was not 
a Government measure; and Catholic Emancipation 
‘was certainly not included in any Government or party 
programme during those years. In fact, Catholic 
Emancipation for 20 years cut across all party 
divisions. It was allowed to be an open question in 
every Cabinet from 1812; and, while mainly supported 
by the Whigs, was also as strongly supported by 
Canning and Castlereagh. As far as England was 
concerned, Whigs and Tories alike largely ignored the 
question at elections, and, as the Catholics in England 
in those days were neither influential nor very 
numerous, their emancipation was not considered 
cry.” 

“It is an error to suppose that Catholic relief was 
ever a popular cry in this country, like retrenchment . 
and reform. The feelings of the masses in Great 
Britain were never roused-in regard to it. It would be 
too much to say that the controversy was merely 
academical, for it was keen enough to’split up parties 
and ‘produce dualism in Cabinets. But it was never 
a hustings question.”’—(
